Dr. Rees, a nativ e of Falmou th, 
died at Fay ette cou nty hospital 
Wednesday nig ht after receiv ing 
a fractu red sku ll when the car 
in which he was riding , driv en 
by Dr. R. P. Mu rphy , ov ertu rned 
in a ditch between Connersv ille 
and Cambridg e City . 
The deceased was born in Fal­ 
mou th Febru ary 21, 1898, the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Qu incy J. Rees. 
He was a g radu ate of the Fair­ 
v iew hig h school and the Indi­ 
ana Dental colleg e at Indianap­ 
olis. Dr. Rees, who had been 
practicing dentistry at Conners­ 
v ille since 1921, was a member 
of the American Leg ion post and 
the Eag les lodg e in th at city as 
well as the Falmou th Masonic 
lodg e. 
He is su rv iv ed by the parents; 
the widow, who was formerly 
Miss Henrietta Reag an of Indi­ 
anapolis; and a brother, LaVon 
Rees, of Connersv ille. 
Dr. Mu rphy , whose car skidded 
into the ditch when it stru ck a 
g lare of ice, su ffered a broken 
collar bone and other inju ries 
bu t is ex pected to receiv er. He 
also su ffered from ex posu re, Drs. 
Mu rphy and Rees hav ing lain 
inju red in the car’s wreckag e for 
three hou rs before help arriv ed, and Elmer Morris.

WILL HOLD CONFERENCE 
AT GEORGIA WINTER HOME

Hav ana, Nov . 17 (/P) — Cu bans 
forg ot their own politics today 
and all ey es were focu ssed on 
Warm Spring s, Ga., to which 
United States Ambassador Su m­ 
ner Welles planned to fly for a 
conference 
with 
P r e s i de n t 
Roosev elt. 
Nothing short of last week’s 
two-day 
rev olt 
cou ld 
hav e 
cau sed as mu ch comment as the 
American ambassador’s trip set 
for early this afternoon. 
In cafes, on street corners and 
in priv ate homes talk of inter­ 
v ention or recog nition by the 
United 
States 
dominated 
all 
conv ersation. 
Cu ban papers g av e promin­ 
ence to the meeting at Warm 
Spring s on all front pag es along 
with the plans for the trip of 
the Cu ban deleg ation to Monte­ 
v ideo for the Pan-American con­ 
ference there. 
On the ev e of their departu re, 
Alberto Girau dy , president of 
the deleg ation, said “we are g o­ 
ing to treat m atters of interest 
to Cu ba only on a basis of abso­ 
lu te independence and equ ality 
for ou r cou ntry .” 
Alfredo Nog u eira, a member of 
the 
deleg ation, 
asserted 
that 
“Cu bans who approach the Unit­ 
ed State embassy asking media­ 
tion seek only another of those 
shamefu l solu tions forced u pon 
small Latin American cou ntries 
by Wall street interests.”

Washing ton, Nov . 17 (/P) — Ties 
forg ed in personal conv ersations 
between President Roosev elt and 
Max im Litv inoff are ex pected by 
neg otiators on both sides to bind 
the United States and sov iet 
Ru ssia before nig htfall. 
After 10 day s of conferences 
and compromises, a g eneral u n­ 
derstanding ex isted on major is­ 
su es which for 16 y ears hav e 
spelt abnormal relations. Before 
Mr. Roosev elt boards his train 
tonig ht for Warm Spring s, Geor­ 
g ia, an annou ncement on Ru s­ 
sian recog nition was forecast at 
the White Hou se. 
A conference which broke u p 
at 
one o’clock 
this morning 
brou g ht the President and the 
sov iet commissar into m u tu al 
ag reement on the problems in­ 
v olv ed. 
Litv inoff went to the ex ecu ­ 
tiv e mansion at 10 o’clock to a t­ 
tend a mu sicale g iv en after a 
dinner to the cabinet. An hou r 
later, he withdrew to Mr. Roose­ 
v elt’s stu dy and spent two hou rs 
in conference with the Presi­ 
dent, Secretary Woodin of the 
treasu ry , Henry Morg enthau , Jr., 
who today becomes u nder secre­ 
tary of the^ treasu ry , Undersec­ 
retary William Phillips of the 
state departm ent and William 
Bu llitt, the state departm ent’s 
Ru ssian ex pert. 
Litv inoff 
departed 
withou t 
comment.

Woodin smiled and said “Wait 
and see.”

Warm Spring s, Georg ia, retreat. 
Tonig ht, ju st before dinner, 
he boards a special train which 
will take him to Sav annah early 
tomorrow to participate briefly 
in the Georg ia bicentennial cel­ 
ebration. 
After a few hou rs in Sav an­ 
nah, the president will hu rry 
along to reach his cottag e on 
Pine mou ntain for the nig ht. 
Once there he intends to remain 
ov er Thanksg iv ing day which he 
will observ e at a dinner with the 
children patients in the Warm 
Spring s fou ndation 
he 
helped 
to fou nd. 
Mr. Roosev elt plans to remain 
away u ntil December 4. 
Pro­ 
hibition is to be repealed on 
December 5 and federal su per­ 
v ision to protect the dry states 
and g u arantee rev enu e collec­ 
tions is necessary .

Persons 
new on poor relief rolls will be 
g iv en the first work, which mu st 
be done on any thing th at will 
prov ide perm anent improv ement 
to the commu nity . 
The first jobs will be 
open 
Monday , the State Civ il Works 
administration being prepared 
to work 
throu g hou t Satu rday 
and Su nday considering propos­ 
als. 
Thirty hou r weeks, with steady 
employ ment at a wag e scale of 
fifty cents an hou r for u nskilled 
labor and $1.20 an hou r for 
skilled labor are to be observ ed.

AN AMOS *N* ANDY ACT 
Administration officials in Wash ington remind 
one of th e big talk h eard in th e conversations 
between Amos and Andy . Every th ing is millions 
and billions. 
Th e two black-faced comedians of th é air h ave 
no conception of th e amount of money used in 
th eir make-believe act. We sometimes wonder if 
th ose in Wash ington aren’t in just as bad a 
sh ape. 
It is h ard indeed for th e average newspaper 
reader to figure all of th e th ings out. Wash ing­ 
ton officials every day announce th at so many 
millions will go for th is, for th at and for tnose. 
Readers become dizzy wondering wh at it is all 
about, and th ey wonder, most of all wh ere is 
th e money coming from with wh ich to finance 
th e numerous millions and billions of contem­ 
plated programs. 
Every week or so we read wh ere so many more 
millions of th e unemploy ed h ave been benefitted 
and h ave gone back to work. 
Interesting are two sets of figures in th e No­ 
vember 13 issue of th e Magazine Time wh ich 
appear under th e h eading, “Recovery ,” page II, 
column 3: 
“President Roosevelt decided to pigeonh ole th e 
Swope Plan with out delay . On h is desk h e as­ 
sembled departmental reports to sh ow th at 
2,000,000 people h ad been re-employ ed since NR A 
went into operation.” 
Th ree paragraph s later is reported General 
Hugh S. Joh nson’s retort to Stanley Baldwin’s 
criticism of th e Roosevelt administration: 
“Anoth er great h obgoblin is th e alleged uncon- 
stitutionaiity of th e NRA. All th at it h as done 
is put no less th an 4,000,000 h opeless, destitute 
people back to work.” 
So, after all. even th e two greatest officials in 
ch arge can’t get togeth er on statistics. How do 
th ey expect th e rest of us — th e ones wh o pay 
— to understand it eith er? 
Wh en we listen to Amos ’n’ Andy talk about 
th eir millions and billions, we laugh . Th e com­ 
edy put on in Wash ington, h owever, is no laugh ­ 
ing matter. 


Ch icago gang stories? Ch icago is a long way 
from h ere; surely it doesn’t make any difference 
to us wh at th ose gangsters do, does 4t? It’s too 
far off to affect us, and we’re tired of reading 
about it.” 
On th e surface th at is a perfectly valid criti­ 
cism; and undoubtedly th ere are, now and th en, 
occasions wh en even th e most patient reader can 
get weary * of gangland stories. But once in a 
wh ile someth ing h appens to prove th at th e af­ 
fairs of th ose Ch icago plug-uglies do affect peo­ 
ple a long way from Ch icago is of national con­ 
sequence. deserving to be printed in towns* a 
th ousand miles away . 
For instance: California, wh ich is just about 
as far removed from Ch icago as any place in 
th e United States could be, is discovering th at 
th e Ch icago gangs h ave long arms. It develops 
th at certain gangsters h ave migrated from th e 
lower end of Lake Mich igan to th e Pacific coast, 
centering th eir operations around Los Angeles 
and plotting a ch ain of kidnapings — indulging, 
meanwh ile, in sundry h oldups and robberies, just 
to pay expenses wh ile waiting for th e big jobs 
to come off. 
Th ere is a per^pct example of th e fact th at th e 
Ch icago gang problem is not a problem th at 
concerns Ch icago alone. It is someth ing th at 
touch es ali of us. We cannot afford to ignore it. 
It h as long been known th at th e metropolitan 
gangs h ave inter-city agreemerfts and alliances. 
Ch icago gunmen go to New York and Detroit to 
“do jobs” for th e gangs of th ose cities; and New 
York gangsters occasionally travel to Ch icago 
for th e same purpose. Like it or not, we must 
face th e fact th at “organized crime” is no mere 
catch -ph rase; crime is nationally organized in 
th is country , and a plot th at is laid in th e Ch i­ 
cago loop can bear fruit a th ousand miles away .
